Claims 1-15 are currently pending in the instant application. Claim 1 has been 
amended and Claim 15 is new.

The present invention relates to compounds of formula 1 in Claim 1 (shown 
below), which contain an indole core substituted at C-2 with a fused bicyclic ring system 
consisting of a saturated ring and ring A. connected to the indole via an amide bond. 
The bicyclic ring system contains the substituent Y, which is either NR^R^ or OR^. The 
combination of these substitutions, and more explicitly the saturated ring moiety, affords 
novelty to this invention and no prior art anticipates or renders this invention obvious. 
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This invention also includes pharmaceutical compositions of formula 1 for the treatment 
of type 2 diabetes, insulin resistance, syndrome X, hyperinsulinaemia, 
hyperglucagonaemia, cardiac ischaemia, or obesity as well as their methods for 
preparation. 

The closest prior art are the compounds disclosed by Lee in US Patent 6660742, 
for which the bicyclic ring system is a substituted naphthalene ring, and therefore does 
not read on the claims of the instant application.
